Collector of Internal Revenue Car- 
ter H. Harrison announced today that 
auto use tax stamps in the denomina- 
tion of S5.00 are on sale in all post 
ofllccs and ofnccs of Collectors of In- 
ternal Revenue. The stamps will 
evidence payment of tlic tax for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1943, and 
must be purchased on or before that 
date. The stamps will be serially 
numbered, will be gummed on the 
face, and will have provision on the 
back for entry of ihc make, model, 
serial number and State license num- 
ber of the vehicle. 

Every owner of a motor vehicle 
which is used upon the highways 
should call at his local postoffice or 
al'thc oftlce of the Internal Revenue 
Collector and secure a S5.00 use tax 
stamp and afilx it to his vehicle on or 
before July 1, 1&43, the Collector 
said. The various . poslomccs will 
sell the satmps over the counter for 
cash only and no mall order business 
with respect thereto will be con- 
ducted by the postoITices.

In a statement of Ihe annual nieet- 
i„a of The Mother Church. The First 
Chuich of Christ, scientist, hi Roston. 
Mas achusetts. the Directors ftrst em- 

phasizod the word "P-'-^y^^r* .y^^" 
followed with the term "miracle of 
lXnu.ce" which is to be acc^^^^^^^^^^ 
they said, as the logical answer to 
richlcous prayer. 

"Thu« deliverance from the hand ol 
the oppressor was seen by the Direc- 
tors to he no miracle at a 1, but 
rather a simple witnessing to the fact 
that power springs from the prayer 
of understanding. 

".\ praving people can never suffer 
defeat." summarized the Directors' re- 
marks to several thousand Christian 
Scientists assembled in The Mother 

Church. .. ' ^. 

"Battles are not won." the Direc- 
tors said, "through tnisl alone, but 
through intelligent, scientific prepar- 
ation ^and skillful e.Kocution. As we 
reach out to God through understand- 
ing prayer, the human footsteps to 
bring our deliverance from this cruel 
warfare and all evil will be revealed." 
"Christian Science teaches," the 
statement continued, "that this is an 
hour of miracles. In the Christian 
Science textbook. 'Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures' (p. 591), 
the following definition of miracle is 
aiven: 'That which is divinely natural, 
but must bo learned humanly.' So it 
is divinely natural to expect and wit- 
ness the answer to riglUeous prayer. 
The miracle does not come through 
wishful Ihir.kins. however, but 
through the preparation of the heart, 
through steadfast, radical reliance on 
God." ""*' 

The Directors also announced the 
election of Mrs. Daisette D. S. Mc- 
Konzie of Cambridge.

PETER'S COUNSEL TO SCAT- 
TERED CHRISTIANS 

LESSON TEXT— I Peter 1:1; 2:11-23. 

GOLDEN TEXT— Honar nil men. Love 
the brotherhood. Fcnr God. Honor tho 
klng.-l Peter 2:17. 



PorsceuUon for Christ's sake has 
been the lot of believers from the 
first century down to 1043. Some- 
times it has been omdal, but more 
often unofficial, yet nonetheless se- 
vere and trying. ^ 

The manner in which Christians 
face their dimcultic* Is one of the 
best testimonies to tl^e reality of 
their professed faith. Sometimes, 
however, In the midst of their trials 
the enemy of their souls brings dis- 
couragement—and then they need 
the counsel and encouragement of 
others. 

Such was the situation when Peter 
addressed his first epistle to the 
early believers who were scattered 
abroad (1:1). His counsel was just 
what they needed, and is equally 
helpful to us. They were to be 

I. Separated As Pllfrims (1:1; 
2:11, 12). 

Christians are in this worid but 
not of it. They are passing through, 
wayfarers on their way to the eter- 
nal dwelling place of God. That does 
not mean that they are not inter- 
ested in the welfare of those round 
about them, or delinquent in shar- 
ing the responsibilities of life, but 
it does mean that they are to have 
the pilgrim's detachment from the 
things of the world and the flesh. 

In the days of Peter, membership 
in the church was not considered a 
normal or respectable thing. It 
marked a person as belonging to a 
hated sect, one which was falsely 
accused of many evil deed"5> For 
• example, Christians met at night, 
men and women together for com- 
munion service. Because they spoke 
of this as a "love feast," they were 
accused of immorality, and because 
they spoke of the body and blood of 
Christ they were said to be eaters 
of human flesh. 

Christians must meet such ma- 
licious reports. ' How? By silencing 
their accusers by their good works. 
II. Submissive As Citizens (2:13- 
18). 

One of the hallmarks of Christian 
characte-r is wililng and gracious 
recognition of proper authority, 
whether it be In tho slate, in the 
place of employment, in the school, 
or in the home. He does this tor 
the Lord's sake (v. 13), and even 
when that authority is in the hands 
of an unreasonable man. 

This does not mean that the Chris- 
tian is to encourage or countenarico 
tyranny and oppression, but that he 
is loyal to the stale and to his em- 
ployer, even though the present rep- 
resentative be a hard, unjust man. 
In all well ordered society there 
win be proper and elTectivo means 
to correct injustice. But in and 
through it all the Christian shows his 
faith by his behavior. 

Observe that government, in the 
plan of God, is for the purpose of 
keeping order, encouraging the 
good, and punishing the evil (vv» 
13, 14). The powerful Influence of 
the Christian Church should keep it 
in that right channel, or bring it 
back if it has strayed. Always loyal 
and obedient, the believer should 
use his ballot and his personal in- 
fluence to establish and support 
good government. 

111. Suffering As Christians (2: 
1^25). 

Christ is our "example" (v. 21). 
Since some have hiterpreted this 
word and the statement "that ye 
should follow in his steps" as In- 
dicating that we are saved by our 
imitation of Christ, it is well to 
point out that this would be quite 
impossible. W*» would have to be- 
gin where He began— He was with- 
out sin (v. 22). But we have all 
"sinned and come short of the glory 
of God" (Rom. 3:23). We need a 
Saviour— not an example as far as 
redemption Is concerned. 

In the ever present problem of 
suffering, we as redeemed ones do 
have Christ as our example. He 
who was sinless and without fault 
bore the shame and suffering of 
Calvary without complaint. When 
He was reviled He did not retaliate, 
when He was hurt He did not threat- 
en revenge (w. 22, 23), but was will- 
ing to leave the ultimate judgment 
in the hands of God, who wiU have 
Uie flnal word. ^ 

We ought to do the same when we 
iufler'lor Christ's sake. If we suf- 
fer t>ecauso of our own aln or foUyi 
we can claim no credit for bearing 
it patiently (v. 20). But when w« 
have done well and then ate per- 
secuted, we have opportunity to 
•how whether our profession at bt« 
Ing followers of Christ really meant 
anything. At this point some Chris* 
tiana lose their testimony and influ- 
ance by a bitter, vengeful spirit. 

ThesQ are trying days for the 
iouli of men. In many parts ot the 
'world Christians are forced to drink 
the bitter ciip c? persecution. Tq 
tha glory of God we record the foci 
that they are doing it -luroicaUy. 
and in a trua Christian spirit.

Rout Japs 

Five Japanese divisions of 75,000 
men were routed ns Chinese troops 
counterattacked along the Yangtze 
river. Even as the enemy was thrown 
back, American bombers and Chi- 
nese fighters swooiJed on the Jap 
air base of Ichang, and 10 tons of 
explosives were dropped. 

The Jap rout came after they had 
thrust south toward the Yangtze in 
their drive to the Chinese provision- 
al capital of Chungking, 295 miles 
to the east. According to the Allied 
communique, the Chinese armies de- 
veloped an encircling movement, cut 
off the Japanese line of retreat, and 
then chopped up the entrapped units.

FARM SUPPLY: 
Simple Priority Needed 

By merely filling out a form drawn 
up by himself or his retailer, a farm- 
er will be able to obtain priorities 
on 176 typos of supplies. Individual 
purchases, however, will be limited 
to S25. 

The form must simply read: "I 
certify to the War Production board 
that i am a farmer and that the 
supplies covered by this order are 
needed now and will be used for the 
operation of a farm." 

To faciUinto its ruling, the WPB 
ordered manufacturers to get the 
supplies into retailers' hands.

RUSSIA: 

Nazia Claim Strength 

Claiming that waves of divc-bomb- 
era and fighter planes had leveled 
the Russian base of Krlmsk'nya and 
extended operations beyond In the 
Caucasus, the Nazis boasted of re- 
establishing their air superiority 
over their cmbnltlod brtde<5hend n; 
Novorossisk. 

Even ao, Russian pressure contin 
ued against the Nazis* only foothold 
in the Caucasus, with the Reds de- 
veloping another threat to Novorof 
sisk by landing troops on the shorc.-^ 
of the Taman peninsula to the Ger 
mans' rear. 

-Minor action flared on other sec- 
lions of the Russian front. Soulli ol 
Leningrad, t!io Rods reported de- 
stroying a network of pill-boxes and 
dugouts, while sliooting up a freight 
train. Bufore Smolensk, artillery fire 
was said to have wiped out two 
enemy companies, 

COAL STRIKE: 

Labor Crisis 

America's wartime labor situation 
moved toward a crisis with the 
walkout nf approximately 450,000 
miners after a 30-dny truce had 
failed to end in a new contract. Sec- 
retary of the Interior Harold Ickos. 
nominally tlic operator of tlie mines 
after the government had taken 
them over during the first strike 
threat, flayed both sides for the dis- 
ruption of work. 

As a basis for compromise, the 
UMW had suggested a settlement of 
the entire wage question by pay- 
ment of S1.50 per day as a solution 
of the portal-to-portal question, or 
compensation for the time miners 
spend traveling to and 'from their 
coal faces above and underground. 
The $1.50 payment would be tem- 
porary until a mixed committee had 
worked out a final settlement of the 
issue. 

The operators proposed portnl-to- 
portal pay of 80 cents a day as a 
basis for discussion. The bone of 
contention entered into the issue of 
payment of overtime for 35 hours, 
which was a condition of the miners' 
last contract. 

PAY-AS-YOU-GO: 

At Long Last 

The house took the first stop In the 
passage of its conference commit- 
tee's pay-as-you-go legislation. 

One hundred and sixty-seven Re- 
publicans joined with 89 Democrats 
in approving the bill, which for- 
gives all of one year's taxes of $50 
and allows for a reduction of 75 per 
cent on the remainder over $50. 

The legislation also provides for a 
20 per cent tax, after exemptions on 
all salaries or wages. Persons ob- 
taining incomes from other sources, 
like farmers, must estimate their 
yearly earnings and then pay ofT 
the liability on a quarterly basis. 

Persons who are left with a 25 
per cent tax after the 75 per cent 
forgiveness must pay off the re- 
1 mainder in two annual installments. 
dus in 1944 and 1945. In all. the 
government hopes to recapture three 
billion dollars under the proposed 
bill.

ITALY: 

Soltencd Up 

Harbors, shipping and airdromes 
were left in flames as Allied airmen 
flew in from the east and west and 
pounded both ends of Italy. 

Heavily hit were the port facili- 
ties of Naples, on Italy's western 
shoreline. To the east, the air base 
at Foggia was raided, with ground- 
ed planes, a gasoline dump and bar- 
racks offering the target. 

In all, 150 Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators participated in the as- 
saults. Despite tlie fact that fierce 
fighter opposition was encountered 
over Naples, the Allies reported no 
losses. 

Meanwhile, other units of the 
North African air force continued to 
pound Sardinia, which sprawls in the 
Tyrrhenian sea west of Italy, and 
Pantelleria, the tiny island south of 
Sicily, where the Axis has devel- 
oped underground hangars. 

The Allies announced the loss of 
but one Lightning in these raids. Al- 
though admitting heavy damage 
from Allied raids, the Italians 
claimed to have shot down 57 British 
and .^merican bombers over Pan- 
[ telleria since May L

Under the regulations, 14'-: ounce 
cans, or several cans lotalinq 14 
ounces or less, now are wnrtii one 
red point. The H'i ounce can i?; the 
size popularly bought for infants 
and the payment of one red point 
from their ration book, of course, 
will not be felt as severely as by 
adults, whose purchase will rr-duce 
their quota of stamps for meat, 
cheese and fats. 

OiTicials estimate that the average 
adult needs three or four pounds- 
three or four points worth— of 
canned milk a week, if fresh milk 
isn't used.

The University of Illinois, long 
noted for its research contributions 
in the various flelds of transporta- 
tion, has long-range program well 
under way relating to problems of 
the skyways.

200 for building changes, equipment, 
and installations *'to develop a re- 
search and educational program on 
the Influence of atmospheric environ- 
ment on humans, including prob- 
lems relating to aviation, subma- 
rines, and milltary;^medicine." '■' 

This initial octlWty is at the Col- 
leges of Medicine, Dentistry, and 
Pharmacy in Chicago. There a low- 
range air pressure conditioned

The next step In the aviation pro-

Prior to more modern methods of 
animni dlacaso control, thoso figures 
were much'hlgher, yet much remains 
to ho done. The Importance of ap- 
plication cannot ho overestimated. 
That disease will t/.kc on even heavier 
toll of form livestock this yeor, there 
can be no douht. Greater crowding of 
Increased herds and flocks In limited 
quarters, nnd the present shortage of 
farm help, means thot disease out- 
breaks may have an opportunity to 
moko rapid headway before they are 
deteated. And this means that many 
outbreaks will not he .caught quickly 
enough to prevent serious losses. 

The wise farmer will take steps to 
mlnlmlzo this danger as far as pos- 
sible, ond here are several things he 
can do which will help to save costly 
losses: 

Thoroughly cleaa and disinfect all 
livestock quarters. 

nalao young livestock on clean 
pasture, awoy from old lots. 

Have animals treated for both In- 
ternal and external parasites. If they 
need It. ^ 

Havo bogi Immunlred against chol< 
era around weaning time, and In areas 
where erysipelas Is present hare them 
Immunized against this disease also. 

Have horses Tacclnated against 
Bleeping sickness before the Insect 
season begins. 

Isolate newly-purchased livestock 
for two or three weeks, before allow- 
ing them- to mingle with the bomt 
herd. 

Check livestock rationi to see that 
thoy contain adequaU Tltamlns, mla> 
erals,-and proteins for health' and 
irowth. 

If sickness does appear, call % voter* 
tnarlan promptly, because a few days' 
delay may meon tha difference between 
saving an entire herd or losing It. 

The important matter this year Is to 
keep every farm animal on the pro- 
duction line. In top condition for maxi- 
mum, output, and the more we can 
keep livestock diseases and parasites 
In ch6ck,.tho nearer we will coma to 
Accomplishing this purpose.

Betatron Aids 
Medical Fight 
Willi Disease 



Medical science has n new weapon 
which may prove powerful ngainsl 
malignant growths in the human 
body. It is the Betatron, developed 
at the University of Illinois by Prof. 
Donald W. Kerst. 

Cautioning that the machine Is 
not yet ready for clinical use, he 
has told of tests indicating that thi.*! 
devicCf which is the most powerful 
x-ray in the world, may become n 
first-rnnk weapon of medicine in two 
ways, first by the use of itaextremc- 
ly onorgotic x-rnys, and second by 
using directly the electron beam 
which makes the x-rays. 

The Betatron was developed by 
Kerst OS a fiigh-voltago "atom- 
smasher" for research In atomic 
physics. It also is a powerful x-ray 
machine, compact and relatively in- 
expensive for the voltage produced. 
He built the first such Instrument 
three years ago in his laboratory. 
The second, now operating in his 
campus laboratory, has an energy 
of 20-million electron volts. 

Discussing the medical possibili- 
ties of the Betatron, Kerst explained 
that in present-day x-ray medical 
treatment, where energies up to 
400.000 volts are used, the effect is 
greatest on the surface -and de- 
creases as the rays pass into and 
through the patient. 

According to tests, at 5,000,000 to 
20,000.000 volts the maximum effect 
of x-rays is no longer greatest at

The Betatron produces n beam of 
electrons moving at the highest 
speed over produced by man, onlv 
three one-hundredths of 1 per cent 
less than the speed of light. Th:s 
beam is used to produce the high- 
voltage x-rays. Kerst believes the 
electron beam itself could bo used 
for therapy. 

"Sending the accelerated electrons 
directly into the patient is the most 
promising way to use the Betatron 
for therapy," he said. "At 20-niii- 
lion volts these electrons will pene- 
trate as far as 4 inches and no 
farther. Thus there is no damage 
beyond the area of treatment." 

The electron beam is not yet prop- 
erly controlled for medical use, but 
when it is, it will have definite ad- 
vantages over the x-rays now used 
for therapy.
